Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim(s) 1 , 18-21 , 24, 28-30, 36-39 is/are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show an electronic label as detailed in claim 1, 
in which an electronic display is defined in an antenna layer such that antenna encloses 
the display and wherein the first antenna head and the second antenna head are 
connected to each other via an electrical bridge in the antenna lager, the electrical 
bridge extending between the first and second antenna heads, and wherein the first 
antenna head, the second antenna head, and the electrical bridge are connected to an 
electronic circuit within the housing via a flat cable, and wherein the display comprises 
metal disposed between the first antenna head and the second antenna head such that 
the first antenna head, the second antenna head, and the display are capable of acting 
as a capacitor.
